Stir­ 
ring times those were, too, in which 
day s were not lightly to be spared 
from a y ear, with Clive conquering

j precession of the equinoxes took no 
I note of trifles like these, which could 
be accomplished as well under one 
calendarial sty le as another.

In su ch cases it is u su ally 
discov ered that the p atient has m ala­ 
ria. and the u nw illingness to nam e the 
disease is du e to a belief th a t m alaria 
is cau sed by an inw ard dev il and the 
chills are du e to his Satanic m ajesty ’s 
natu ral gy m nastic p rocliv ities. 
D u ring the night in the cities m oth­ 
ers are freq u ently met 
who, w hile 
w andering slowly u p and down the 
streets, cry ou t m ou rnfu lly : “Come 
back! 
Come back!” 
In the rear, a t a 
little distance, ioilows u child, who a n­ 
sw ers: *Tlu coming! 
I ’m com ing!” 
These w anderings and cries are som e­ 
tim es continu ed for hou rs and are ex ­ 
p lained by the fact that at the m oth­ 
er's home there lies a sick child in an 
u nconsciou s or com atose condition, and 
the m other, in the belief th a t its sp irit 
has fled, is searching the streets for it. , 
The i Inld following rep resents the de- J 
p arted sp irit, whose* retu rn is su p p osed , 
to be hastened by the cry , “I’m com ­ 
ing!” In the absence of a child to fol­ 
low. the m other often w av es a child's 
jacket in her hand while in a m onot­ 
onou s v oice she croons beseechingly 
to the sp irit to retu rn. 
Sm allp ox is a disease from which 
few. if any , escap e in China, and so 
p rev alent is it th at it has its own 
sp ecial dev il. 
This dev il can be ap ­ 
p eased only by the p atient alw ay s re­ 
ferring to his eru p tion« as “heav eu 'y 
flow ers” and by w earing a red cloth 
tied arou nd his head. 
In some p rov ­ 
inces, how ev er, considerable p rogress 
has been m ade In the am elioration of 
Ibis disease by inocu lation. 
This Is 
done in childhood by snu ffing u p the 
nose the p ow dered scabs from a dis- ' 
eased p erson’s inflam m ation. W hether 
this w as discov ered by accident, iy 
some idea of m edical science, by fol­ 
lowing the theory th a t the “hair of a 
dog is good for the bite” or by adher­ 
ing to tbe general belief th a t th e w orse 
tbe rem edy the q u icker the recov ery 
is 
difficult to determ ine. 
The m anner in which 
the Chinese 
treat their p hy sicians is, to say the 
least, m ost inconsiderate. 
Should a 
speedy cure not result from tbe doc­ 
tor’s treatment the patient calls In an­ 
other and, if no better, y et another, 
and so ou in rap id succession until, all 
human aid failing, he, if m iracu lou sly 
he has so far su rv iv ed, goes to consu lt 
his gods, after whose treatment he is 
usually carried to the cemetery . 
The 
method of consulting his gods is rather 
a peculiar one. If u nable to go himself 
he proceeds by proxy to the temple, 
which is entered in the most solemn 
manner p ossible. 
Every three steps 
the seeker after health or h.s p rox y 
prostrate« him self and kowtows three 
times. 
H e continues this 
until 
he 
comes into the p r i n c e of 
health 
Idol, w'hereupon 
a basket containing 
many bamboo sticks, 
u ,*>u eueu of 
.which is a nu m ber, is giv en him. 
This 
he takes and, moving it violently in 
all directions, prooour.o'w 
- > : 7 
'« pp and Incantation« u ntil one of tUrt 
sticks falls from the b« °ket. 
Tip s is 
then taken to u certain priest stationed 
inside the temple, who, according to 
the number, write® the propor prescrip­ 


tion, which the patient g ets filled at an 
apothecary 's shop. 
The fitness of a Chinese p hy sician 
for his p rofession is determined accord­ 
ing to no sp ecial m ethod. 
H e neither 
has to stu dy nor p ass any ex am ina­ 
tions—in fact, no p articu lar q u ality is 
necessary . 
Freq u ently a m an who has 
failed in bu siness sets u p as a p hy si­ 
cian, to do w hich he needs only to 
“hang u p his shingle.” as it were, and. 
in tru th, this is abou t all the stock in 
trade be p ossesses, w ith the ex cep tion 
of the needle he may a t tim es em p loy 
in acu p u nctu re. 
Sou ietim es he gets an 
old book of p rescrip tions from some 
retiring p ractitioner and a t once con­ 
siders him self as p erfectly and em ­ 
p irically q u alified to kill. 
It has been 
said th a t the doctor m ost entitled to 
confidence in the sight of his cou ntry ­ 
men is the m an whose fath e r has been 
one before him, and the confidence in­ 
creases shou ld his grandfather hav e 
followed the sam e p rofession. 
This, 
it m ight be su p p osed, is du e to an ig­ 
norant belief in the influ ence of hered­ 
ity : hu t, according to the Chinese, the 
v alu e in their ey es consists in the son 
or grandson p ossessing all the p ro- 1 
scrip t Ion books Of his sires. 
This im p ortant, self esteem ed p erson­ 
age enters the sickroom in the most 
ostentatiou s m anner and talks of p arch­ 
ed grasshop p ers, boiled tiger’s blood 
and snail and worm infu sions w ith as 
m u ch grav ity as a p riest ex p ou nding 
the Scrip tu res. 
As he p eers ou t of the 
sem idarkness of a Chinese bedroom 
throu gh his great, u ncou th bone or cop ­ 
p er rim m ed goggles, be looks as terror 
insp iring as the m ost hideou s chau ffeu r, 
and, u nfortu nately , leav es death as of­ 
ten in his wake. 
His diagnosis of a 
case is rather singu lar. 
This is done 
by feeling the different p u lses of the 
hu m an sy stem , of which, according to 
him, there are m any . 
The p u lse at 
each w rist is div ided into three and 
these three again into tw o each, ac­ 
cording as the p ressu re is light or 
heav y , thu s m aking tw elv e. 
As each 
of these indicates a different organ of 
the body , th e states of a dozen real or 
Im aginary organs are determ ined. 
A cu p u nctu re has been in u se am ong 
the Chinese from tim e Immemorial 
M any directions are giv en as to its ap 
' p lication. 
The op erator has a m anikin 
fu ll of holes, and by close stu dy of this 
he learns w here to driv e his needle, the 
latter being inserted in th e p arts of the 
body w hich m ay be p ierced w ithou t fa ­ 
tal resu lts. 
Som etim es heat Is ap p lied 
to the ou ter end of th e needle bu t nev - 
er before Insertion. 
The needle has 
been described as follow s: "It is v ery 
mu ch like a sew ing m achine needle, bu t 
i longer and coarser. 
8om e of the Chi­ 
nese doctors hav e needles tw o feet 
long and are su p p osed by ardent ad­ 
m irers to l>e able to driv e these Instru ­ 
m ents entirely throu gh the p atient’s 
body , bu t the great size of tbe needles 
Is in reality intended to rep resent the 
greatness of the ow ner's skill and rep u ­ 
tation. 
The needles u sed are of nine 
form s—the arrow headed, blu nt, p u nc­ 
tu ring. sp ear p ointed, ensiform , rou nd, 
cap illary , long ami great. 
The p oint of 
Insertion, the dep th au d th e direction 
arc all im p orta nt and the m ethod is 
u su ally to driv e them throu gh th e dis­ 
tended skin by a blow from a light 
m allet. 
They are freq u ently m ade red- 
hot and occasionally left in th e flesh 
for day s together.” 
A friend tells me th a t not long since, 
hearing fearfu l cries issu ing from a 
Chinese home, she entered and fou nd 
a m other stabbing her son tw o or 
three Inches iu the back w ith a needle. 
Up on inq u iry she learned th a t this w as 
being done to cu re a sev ere toothache. 
C ertainly this w as a rem edy worse 
than the com p laint and a stretching of 
the cou nter irritant theory to its break­ 
ing p oint.—Cor. New York T ribu ne.

If w« * lake a trip arou nd the world 
ov er the m ap s of a good atlas we find 
th a t the geograp hical ‘ bottle” is a v ery 
com mon ty p e of harbor the world ov er. 
The coasts of C u ba show a su ccession 
of su ch inclosed bay s, H av ana harbor 
being ty p ical. 
It ofteu hap p ens that 
natu re herself p rov ides tin* corks also, 
in the shap e of islands th a t alm ost 
block 
tip the entrance, or a t least 
block the v iew from the ou tside. Su ch 
a ep rk is Corregidor island, iu M anila 
bu y , or the rocky A lcatraz fortress ju st 1 
inside the Golden G ate at Sau Frau - j 
ci*.co, and Sm ith key occu p ies u sim ilar i 
p osition a t Santiago. 
Hie Annap olis basin In Nov a Scotia j 
is v ery ty p ical am ong these geograp h- i 
ical bottles. A fairly good m ap of that 
beau tifu l cou ntry will show a narrow 
gap on the bay of Fu u dy side of the j 
p eninsu la. This gap , known as Digby 
strait, breaks throu gh a long ridge that 
the 
p eop le 
call 
North 
m ou ntain. 
Throu gh this break ru sh the fam ou s 
tides of Fu ndy and fill u p an inland 
basin of salt w ater tw enty miles long 
and sev eral in w idth. 
, 
The entrance, from the ou tside, is 
m y steriou sly 
inv isible tu the lands­ 
m an's ey e. To a p assenger crossing the 
bay of Fu u dy from St. John it seem s 
' as if the cap tain w ere steering his trim 
' side w heeler head on into a blu e m ou n­ 
tain wall, bu t a t last the forested 
I m ou ntain op ens, and throu gh the break 
tbe interior hills of Nov a Scotia close 
the distance. One can im agine the tre ­ 
m endou s tide race throu gh the Digby 
| strait w hen we know th at the ordinary 
. tidal rise In tills region is any w here 
{'from forty to sev enty feet. 
It is so 
' great, in fact, th a t the w harv es a t 
! Digby are tw o storied affairs, and 
i p eop le go aboard steam ers from the 
u p p er or low er story , according to th e 
I height of the tide.

New York harbor is iu most resp ects 
a geograp hical bottle—only it has tw o 
m ou ths instead of one. Added to the 
! p rincip al op ening, the Narrow s, a sort 
1 of side entrance is p rov ided by the 
I E ast riv er, leading ou t into the sou nd, 
j 
T he coast of A u stralia p resents sev - 
, era! ex am p les of the geograp hical bot­ 
tle, the finest being the harbor of M el­ 
bou rne. An ordinary map show s this 
city situ ated ap p arently u p on a first 
rate harbor of the bottle ty p e. As a 
m a tte r of fact, the bottle Is really 
there — fu lly 
thirty -fiv e miles across 
iu eith er direction. Into this bay , call­ 
ed P ort Philip , there flows the Y arra 
riv er, and, oddly enou gh, M elbou rne, 
w ith its half million p eop le, hides It­ 
self aw ay nine m iles u p this stream . 
Below the city the riv er has tw o sand 
bars, w hich p rev ent the p assage of 
large v essels. T he heav y ocean traffic 
therefore has its term inu s in the bay , 
w hence the jou rney is continu ed to 
tow n by rail. The ex p lanation for th is 
aw kw ard situ ation seems to be th a t 
in the early day s of M elbou rne the one 
idea of the settlers was to bu ild u p 
the riv er, nev er dream ing tliat one day 
it wou ld becom e a great m etrop olis 
im p risoned behind the sands of the 
u seless Yarra. 
Rio Janeiro h as a sp lendidly inclosed 
h arb or—the best In all Sou th A m erica; 
b etter far than the shallow “ Lake” 
M aracaibo, w hich looks so ideal u p on 
the m ap . 
H ere again at Rio we hav e 
a grea t salt w ate r inlet, som e sev en­ 
teen m iles across, com m u nicating w ith 
the ocean by a narrow strait, 
i 
In nearly ev ery case these natu ral 
bottles are w h at the geograp her calls 
. “drow ned riv ers”—that is to say . th e 
coastal lands in the v icinity hav e su b­ 
sided, allow ing the sea to flow in and 
conv ert w hat w as a low land v alley 
into a p artly Inclosed m arine area. 
D iv ers hav e gone to the l*>ttom of New 
York bay au d hav e fou nd th ere the a n­ 
cient bed of th e Hu dson riv er as the 
stream flowed before the m ou thw ard 
p art of th e v alley su bsided into the sea. 
T he old bed reaches throu gh the N ar­ 
row s and well ou t into the floor of the 
A tlantic. 
Of cou rse, as the sea w ater 
entered the sinking v alley , u u y hills 
rising thereabou t wou ld become islands 
In the new order of things. 
And there 
wo find them to this day in alm ost any 
of these inclosed Inlets —St. Nicholas.

Tlit* Sy mptom* Tli. t t cine Fi*om the 
Venom 
o f T h e ir Bitea. 
N otw ithstanding tbo 
fart th a t there 
are m any p oisonou s « nakrs 
in this 
cou ntry , cases of snake bite are not 
common. 
They 
occu r 
freq u ently 
enou gh, how ev er, to m ake it w orth ev ­ 
ery farm er’s or cou ntry roam er’s while 
to fam iliarize him self w ith the p oison­ 
ou s effects u p on the body of snake 
v enom and the be« t m eans to ov ercome 
those effects. 
The m ost common of the 
poisonous 
snakes iu this cou ntry are the coral 
snakes, 
the 
cop p erhead, 
the 
w ater 
moccasin and m any varieties of 
rah 
tlesnakes. 
The sy mptoms of poisoning 
vary som ewhat according to the vari­ 
ety of snake and also to the state of 
the w eather and the condition whicb 
the snake is in at the time. The pok 
sonous effects are more marked the 
hotter the w eather at the time, and 
the bite of a well fed snake Is mors 
harmful than that of one which 1s fash 
ing. 
The sy mptoms of snake bite are botlj 
local and general. In the case of rab 
tlesuake bite the local sy mptoms con- 
sist in severe pain and very great dis­ 
coloration about the wound, due to the 
suffusion of Blood under the skin. The 
part becomes greatly swollen aud may 
even mortify . 
The general sy m p tom s come ou q u ite 
rap idly . 
Som etim es 
w ithin 
ten 
or 
tw enty m inu tes of the bite there is a 
rap id and w eak p u lse, the v ictim ia 
nau seated, often v om its, staggers as 
he w alks and su ffers from m arked and 
increasing p rostration. D eath m ay oc­ 
cu r directly from the action of the 
v enom or it may follow later and be 
du e to p rostration rebu ltiu g from the 
gangrene occu rring at the site of the 
bite. 
Recov ery , 
which 
occu rs 
In 
abou t 
three-q u arters of the eases of rattle­ 
snake p oisoning, ev en w hen u ntreated, 
is v ery p rom p t, ihe sy m p tom s of de­ 
p ression disap p earing as rap idly as 
they cam e ou . 
W hen one has been bitten by a p oi­ 
sonou s snake, the first thing to do is to 
p rev ent the entrance of th^* p oison into 
the general circu lation, which is to ho 
done by ty ing a cord or a strip of 
cloth as tightly as p ossibly abou t the 
limb abov e the bite. Then the p ari hit- 
ten shou ld be cu t freely wttU a « harp 
knife, w ith tw o or th re e cross cu ts, so 
that it will bleed freely . 
Su cking the w ou nd is good for the 
v ictim, bu t dangerou s for the p erson 
who does it, for the p oison may be ab ­ 
sorbed throu gh any sm all abrasion near 
the m ou th. 
The elim ination of the p oison th at 
may hav e been absorbed should he p ro­ 
moted by the u se of p u rgativ es and 
w rap p ing the v ictim In blankets, with 
hot bottles to p rom ote p ersp iration. Al­ 
cohol is of serv ice in m oderate q u anti­ 
ties, bu t it tdiou ld nev er be taken in 
am ou nt su fficient to p rodu ce intox ica­ 
tion.—Y ou th’s Com p anion.

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solved strain It through ft piece of 
coarse linen.
